Seized Nazi Gold 
to Be Distributed 
to Nations in Need 


Washington, Sept. 24—(AP) — 


An allied big- three commission has 
agreed to make a prompt distribu- 
tion of part of a $330,000 000 g'old 
store seized during- the war from 
the Germans as a means of helping 
meet critical financial needs of 
European countries. 


Undersecretary of State Robert 


Lox'ett said today that represen- 
tatives of the United States, Brit- 
ain and France, forming a "gold 
pot" 
commission, agreed to re- 


store the gold to those countries 
from which it was looted by the 
nazis. ' 


Lovett told a news confeience 


that only about half of the gold 
pot can be distributed immediate- 
ly. In answer to a question, Lov- 
ett said he believes use of the gold 
will not eliminate the need for 
stop-gap emergency aid for west- 
ern 
Europe from

States.

Army Officer Urges 
People's Defenses 
Against A-Bombing

Atlantic City, N. J.. Sept. 24— 


(AP) — Col. 
Wilham H. Neblett. 


piesident of the Reserve Officers' 
Association, yesteiday urged the 
oiganlzatipn 
of citizen 
defense 


forces 
throughout 
the 
United 


States a s the basis of protection 
in case of an atom bomb attack 
which he said could make casual- 
ties of two-thirds of the nation's 
population within five hours. 


"We would have to start divid- 


ing the whole country into small 
military districts. In each district, 
a small citizen defense force should 
be organized for the men and 
women of that community," Col. 
Neblett told the 27th annual con- 
vention of the Military Order of 
the Wor\d Wars. 


"Bach unit should be command- 


ed by local officers and should be 
actually armed with the most 
modern weapons 
Education in 


this method of defense should be 
begun in all schools and continued 
through the colleges. 


Urges Launching Sites 


"Launching sites for all types 


of 
modem missiles 
should 
be 


strategically 
located 
throughout 


the country and, by a system of 
rotation, constantly manned. 
It 


is "believed that universal training 
based upon such an organization 
would meet with the approval of 
the people." 


Neblett said that testimony be- 


fore congressional committees had 
placed the number of likely victims 
in case of an atom bomb attack 
at 40,000,000 dead. 
However, he 


said, no mention was made of the 
number of injured which he placed 
at an additional 40.000,000 within 
five hours of atom bombing. 


Neblett said the U. S. Navy was 


still so powerful that it would repel 
any seaborne invasion and there- 
fore war would be "extremely un- 
likely during the next two or three 
years." He urged the preparation 
of adequate defenses after that 
period when, he said, "anything 
may happen."

bloc would stand aloof. 


The answer to this, unfortun-
